no longer be concealed. When it was realized 
it brought the determination to settle down to 
business and obviate an extra session which 
qould have been absolutely inexcuseable. 

The democratic leaders saw that their party 
_qould have to bear the blame and their new 
gdministration sufler embarrassment if they 
did not harmonize and finish the necessary 
legislation before the 4thof March. They are 
in fine tune now, and attoned for much of the 
idling of this week by putting in excellent 
work {o-day. The postoffice bill was passed, 
end the river and harbor bill was taken out 
of the slough of despond and almost finish- 
ed, anda good start was made on the legis- 
Jative appropriation bills. No trouble is an- 
ticipated in the senate, where the appropria- 
tion bills are more rapidly handled than in 
ihe house. The contest over the fortifica- 
tion bill does not threaten serious conse- 
quence. 

In short to-day’s work leaves congress 
in fine spirits, and apparently meaning bus3i- 
ness. The only disposition to obstinate 
resistance tothe current of legislation grises 
wn connection with the river and harbor bill, 
and is displayed by the champions of the 
Galveston harbor and Hennepin canal. These 
two enormous assaults on treasury have been 
pooled by their friends. Galveston has been 
cut from nearly eight million down to five 
hundred thousand. The Hennepin canal has 
been about killed outright. Turner, 
of Georgia, struck it -@ blow this 
morning from which it will not recover. His 
point of river and harbor 
committee had no jurisdiction over such mat- 
fers. But ifthey had, they must come through 
the committee on railwaysandcanals. It was 
argued with masterly ability. Mr. Hammond, 
who was presiding over the committee of the 
whole, reserved his decision, but 
the friends of the canal have 
made up their minds that Turner’s position is 
impregnable, and are now threatening to de- 
defeat the bill if it does not contain their 
clause. They expect assistance from the 
champions of Galveston. Hennepin and Gal- 
veston, with all the strength they can muster, 
will not be able to befeat the bill, unless they 
fillibustering. The friends of

or _gsond defeat to-day. The -oppomtion

After 
an hour consumed by the speaker in ruling 
the points of order, answering parliamentary 
inquiries, and in endeavoring rather unsuc- 
cessfully to suppress the disorder and confu- 
sion on the floor, the question recurred on Mr. 
Willis’s motion to limit the debate on the 
pending section of the river and harbor bill to 
one hour and a half, which was agreed to. 
Then, at 11:45, the house went into committee 
of the whole, Mr. Hammond being in the 
chair on that bill. 

After the reading of the pending section by 
the clerk, adiscussion arose as to how the hour 
anda half allowed for the debate should be 
distributed, and the cheir asked the aid of the 
committee to enable him te put a bushel into 
a peck measure. Proposition after proposi- 
tion was made, plan after plan was suggested, 
but all proved unsatisfactory and noarrange- 
ment was arrived at, and the power of recog- 
nition was left entirely with the chair. Mr. 
Turner, of Georgia, raised a point of order 
against the Hennepan canal paragraph. He 
contended that in reporting this clause 
to the house, the committee on rivers 
and harbors had exceeded its 
jurisdiction, and infringed upon the jurisdic- 
tion of the committee on railways and canals. 
The decision upon Mr. Turner’s point was re- 
served for the present, and the committee 
arose and reconsidered its vote against taking 
up the pastoffice bill,and that bill was 
taken up under the operation of the previous 
question. The amendments made in the com- 
mittee of the whole were agreed to as follows: 
That increasing from $4,100,000 to $4,535,000 
the apprepriation for the letter carrier service, 
yeas, 151, nays, 96. That increasing by $200,- 
000 the appropriation for the star route serv- 
ice, yeas, 155, nays, 94. That striking out the 
clause granting an additional compensation to 
American steamships for carrying the mails, 
yeas, 129, nays, 113. The other amendments 
were agreed to without«iivision, and the bill 
was passed. 

The house then resumed the consideration 
of the river and harbor bill in the committee 
ofthe whole, and after an uninteresting five 
minute debate for one hour arose, and at 6 
o’clock the house went into a committee of 
the whole (Mr. McMillan, of Tennessee, in the 
chair) on the legislative appropriation bill. 

There was @ general debate and the bill was 
immediately read by paragraphs for amend- 
ment. Mr. White, of Kentucky, moved to 
strike out the paragraph for the expenses o! 
the cflice of commissioner of internal revenue, 
and criticised the recent action of the secre- 
tary of the treasury in extending the bonded 
pericd in violation of the law, andin the face 
of the refusal of congress to legalize’such exten- 
Without disposing of the motion the 
committee rose, and the house at8 p. m. took 
reeess until Monday at 10 o’clock, having dis- 
posed of forty outof one hundred and etght 
parts of the bill.

Wasninoton, February 14.—Charges of mal- 
administration of office in violation of the 
civil service rules and misappropriation of 
public property, preferred by aclerk in the 
treasury department named William Howard 
Mills, against Walter Evans, commissioner of 
internal revenue, were filed with the secretary 
of the treasury to-day. No specifications 
have as yet been filed. Mills was formerly a 
clerk in the internal revenue department, and 
was reduced in the grade on the ground Ot in- 
efficiency in his former position. Commis- 
sioper Evans said-to-day there was no truth 
whatever inthe report that he proposed to 


resign. 


Phelan Getting Angry. 

New York, February 14.—The examination 
uf Diek Short for the attempt to murder Uap- 
tain Phelan was begun to-day in the Tombs 
police court. Phelan and his big revolver ap- 
peared together, and a policeman took charge 
of the pistol until the court adjourned. Phelan 
described the circumstances, of his going to 
Rossa’s office and Short’g.sassault upon the po- 
liceman who arrested Short, all of which have 
been minutely described heretofore. A knife 
was produced and identified as Short’s. The 
counse] then asked for an adjournment until 
next Saturday, which was granted. Phelan 
afterward denounced the adjournment as un- 
just. He said it-cost him a loss of time and 
money.

THE SNOW BLOCKADE 


The Pressure Being CGradually Removed 
But Still Heavy, 

Cuicaco, February 14.—The western roads 
are sgain bringing in large amounts of freight 
bound for the east, but the eastern roads are 
not yet ready to handle much dead freight, 
and at presentthey are shipping principally 
live stock, dressed beef and other perishable 
freight that has been detained on account of 
the snow blockades. It will be several days 
before the eastern reads will be able 
to handle much dead freight coming here 
by the western lines, as considerable 
freight has accumulated at the yards and on 


the side tracks of the various roads, which 
will first have to be disposed of. This condi- 
tion of affairs is a serious matter for the west- 
ern lines, as they will be prevented from 
doing much through business for nearly a 
week yet, and this detention of business adds 
greatly to the losses they suffered during this 
week on account of the snow blockade.

THE MAHONE SCANDAL. 


WASHINGTON SOCIETY AGITATELC 
OVER A DRUNKEN DUDE. 


He Shoots at a Negro Waiter, Sends a Bullet 
Through the Proprietor’s Hair, Pulls Down the 
Lace Curtains in the Hotel andis Mas- 
ter of the Situation—Other Notes. 


Wasuinoton, February 14.—[Special.]—The 
sons of congressmen are becoming famous in 
Washington since Paul Holman engaged in 
the disgraceful fisticuff at the swell reception 
in one of the most fashionable parlors in the 
city, and was fired out by two tall policemen. 
He has been sent to New Mexico on special 
duty in the geological survey. Now Wash- 
ington is discussing the latest escapade of 
Butler Mahone, the son of the Vir- 
ginia senator. This young man has 
been the hero of various sensations in Virginia 
and Washington, but his last effort eclipses all 
previous achievements. Last night he entered 
Welcker’s hotel and demandedadrink. He 
was refused on the ground that he was already 
intoxicated. A negro waiter offered to take 
him up stairs to his room, and succeeded in 
getting him into the elevator, Here he 
became furious, but was finally put into his 
room and left alone. In a few minutes he 
rushed madly down stairs and into the parlor, 
crying, “‘Where’s that d—d negro?’ He es- 
pied John Willis, the waiter for whom he was 
looking, attending several gentlemen in the 
parlor. Mahone drew a pistol and fired at 
Willis, wounding him in the finger. He fired 
again and the ball passed through Mr. John 
Welcker’s hair. The third shot buried itself 
in the wall. By this time 
the hotel was the ecene of the wildest confus- 
ion. Mahone etood alone in the deserted par- 
lor, waving his revolver and swearing he 
mean’t to kill Willis. After tearing down the 
lace curtine and stirring up the furniture, the 
rampant readjuster left the hotel. 

About 2 o’clock this morning he was ar- 
rested in a down town barroom and released 
under a fifty dollar bond for disturbing 
the peace. This afternoon he 
was arrested again on & warrant 
charging assault with intent to kill. Willis 
expresses intention to prosecute him. Mahone 
is known as one of the most pronounced dudes 
of Washington. Hedraws a salary of two 
thousand dollars as assistant disbursing clerk 
of the senate. Senator Mahone is said to be 
indignant at his son’s arrest. He expressed 
his disapproval to the proprietor of Welcker’s 
hotel this morning, and was told in reply that 
be would gratify the proprietor by vacating 
his rooms, which he has done. F. H. it.

CUSTOM HOUSE FRAUDS. 


Leading Importers Preparing to Expose 
Custom House Frauds. 

New Yorx, February 14.—{Special.]—Ths 
aire importers ot liquors, wines, grocerie- 
and other easily perishable goods held a cone 
sultation to-day preparatory to a jomt exposur- 
of exteusive and continued frauds in the cure 
tom houre. The bad practices relate to damage 
allowanees. Individual firms have not dared 
to publicly complain, because of the fear of 
retaliation, but now a reformation is probable 
as the rresult of mutual action. hen a 
merchant imports goods he pays the duty sub- 
ject to rebates for whatever damages may sub- 
sequently be discovered, and whieh lower the 
values while in transit or in the bonded ware- 
house. It3s impracticable to open each box 
or bale in the customhouse, and so they are 
delivered to the importer with the proviso that 
claim for damage allowance must be made 
within ten days. If damages are discovered, 
he informs the collector, and an appraiser is 
sent toascertain what aniount of the duty 
money ought to be refunded. The robbery 
comes in at this point in the process. Of 
course, some of it arises from collusion 
between the importer and the appraiser, un- 


_ der the agreement to divide the rebate. But 


honest Merchants are also involuntarily made 

varties to corruption. The matter of rebates 
is by them usually left in the hands of a cus, 
tom house broker, who can legitimately do the 
work better and cheaper than anybody else. 
The appraisers, who are corrupt, work in col- 
Jusion with them, and a merchant has only to 
be blind conveniently in order to share in the 
ofits. One of the heaviest of grocery 
importers was astonished to receive 
a visit froma broker and an appraiser to- 
gether. “We have come to ascertain the 
damage onthose prunes,” said the broker. 
The lot of prunes had arrived in perfect or- 
der, and were then in the cellar. “Why, 
there’s nothing at all the matter with them,”’ 
was the reply. “Well, you wouldn’t object 
to a neat damage allowance, would you?” in- 
quired the appraiser, with a wink. The 
merchanthas put it in writing that he said: 
‘‘] certainly would not accept a damage allow- 
ance when my goods were not dam- 
aged.” . The fellows insisted on 
sessing the prunes, but were denied, and they 
went OMythreatening revenge by depriving 
him of gamage rebates when he should de- 
serve thém, 
been aéenmulated by importers, who say that 
the abuse has become so common that in cer- 
tain lines of goods, honest handlers cannot 
cem pete with those who take advantage of the 
situation.

Methodist Bishops Considering Whether or 
Noto Condemn Skating Rinks, 

New York, February M.—[Special.]~—The 
somewhat agitating question at the Methodist 
Book Concern, which is’ the headquarters of 
the Methodist Bishops of the United States, 
is whether or not to officially condemn. roller 
skating in rinks. Every mail brings letters 
from pastors who ask for advice as_ to 
what attitude they ought to assume towards 
the all-absorbing sport. Many of them say 
that their effort to start revivals this winter 
have been completely frustrated by the skat- 
ing craze, which draws the young people 
away from the services in church to the pas- 
time intherink. Reports from the profes- 
sional revivalists are to the same 
purport. They are unable to 
command the success of former yéars'in conse- 
quence of the distraction. Harrrison, the

a manilesto onihe point as to whether this 
sort of skating is not essentially the same in 
cheracter as the dancing which Methodism 
positively prohibits in public assemblages.

week’s issue of the Journal  ad- 
vise pastors to preach plainly against them, 
and forbid their members to indulge publicl 
in thesport. The policy will -be to inveig 
against the sport as physically injurious, too. 
The opinions of emiment physicians, so far as 
they agree with this idea, are to be at once se- 
curedand published. It can be set down as a

GORDON’S DEATH DENIED 


MESSENGERS ARRIVE WITH NEWS | 
OF THE KHARTOUM MASSACRE. 


The Story Disbelicved by the Correspondents—A 
Strange State of Affairs, Showing the Unade- 
veloped Condition of Upper Africa— 
Opinion of the English Press. 


Loxpox, February 14.—The Times stily 
clings to the hope that General Gordon is still 
alive. It thinks that the saddlebag document 
was possibly a ruse made use of in the hope 
of preventing the British advance upon K har- 
toum, by making it appear that it was then 
too late to rescue Gordon. The Times asks: 
“If Gordon has been killed and Khartoum 
captured, why did not the mahdi let Colonel 
Wilson land, and there and then massacre 
him and his party?” 

A MESSENGER FROM KHARTOUM 

Lonpvoy, Fehruary 14.—The Standard this 
evening publishes a dispatch from its corres- 
pondent at Korti stating that a messenger 
just arrived at Korti declares that Khartoum 

as not been captured by the mahdi. The 
messenger, the correspondent says, asserts 
that he left Khartoum six days after Colonel 
Sir Charles Wilson appeared before city in the 
boats eent from Gubat, and that when he, the 
messenger, left, General Gordan stiil held 
Khertoum. The government officials do not 
believe the messenger’s story, and state that 
po Official information confirmatory of ithas 
been received. 


Increasing the Indian Force. 

Lonvon, February 14.—At a council of war 
held to-day at the war office, it was resolved 
to increase the Indian contingent, to be dis- 
patcbed tothe Soudan for General Wolseley’s 
relief, to 350, in order to realize the total effec- 
tive force which General Graham is to have for 
his Suakim expedition to 11,500 men. The 
council also reconsidered the provious decision 
of the war office declining the colonial offers 
of eg assistance. Both the earl of North- 
brook and the marquis of Hartington urged the 
war office to assentto the requests to embody 
the colonial contingents in the expedition. 

THE REPORT NOT BELIEVED. 

Loxpon, February 14.—Another dispatch 
from Korti states thatthe messengers who 
bave arrived there from Khartoum profess ig- 
norance regarding the fall of Khartoum or of 
the death of Gordon. The mudir of Dongola 
refuses to credit the reports concerning the 
capture of Khartoum by the mahdi and the 
massacre of Gordon and the garrison under 
his command. The authorities here announce 
this afternoon that they do not believe the 
ene statement rests on a satisfactory 

asis. 


Censuring the Government, 
Lonpow, February 14.—At the approaching 
session of parliament“the political conflict 
against the present government will open on 
the presentation of the government demand 
for the vote of credit ot $2,500,000 on account 
ofthe Suakim expedition. It is understood 
that the conservatives will support the request 
for the new credit, but that they will accom- 
pany their vote with a vote of censure against 
the government. An early dissolution and 
appeal to the people is now expected and dis- 
cussed. It is believed that a ‘majority of the 
liberals, conservatives and Parnellites alike 

concur in belief of an early dissolution. 


The Army and Navy Gazette Fears,

The British Attack To-Day, 

Lonpon, February 14—It is now thought cer- 
tain that the attack on Metemneh by the 
British forces at Gubat will be made to-morrow 
as contemplated. News of the result of the at- 
tack is expected to arrive at Korti on Tuesday 
next. Lord Wolseley’s disposal of the forces 
at present at Gubat under command of Colonel 
Buller depends upon the result of to-morrow’s 
assault. 


The Italian Occupation. 

Rome, February 14.—Dispatches from Mas- 
sowah state thatthe situation there bas im- 
roved steadily since the Italian occupation. 
The commander of Saletta has been ordered 
to disperse the band of marauders sent to the 
vicinity ot Massowah by the mahdi. It is re- 
ported that the government will send an 
Italian general to Massowah.

Long-distance telephoning is at last definitely 
established. A company was organized ten days 
ago in Boston with $10,000,000 for the express pur- 
pose of connecting cities by telephone. It works 
with the Bell telephone company, and is ready to 
connect any two cities within 300 miles of each 
other, whenever requested to do so. Under the 
contract ,this company can connect two exchanges, 
say, for instazice, Atlanta and Augusta, only after 
the com panies owning those two exchanges have 
declined to du so. The local companies haye the 
preference, but cannot block the way. Lines are 
now run between Boston and New York, and the 
charge for five minutes’ conversation from one 
point tothe other is forty cents. Atlanta will be 
connected with Marietta in thirty days, and with 
Newnan, LaGrangeaund other cities of like distance 
during the summer. Within a year the chances 
are that a man can stand in Atlanta and talk with 
any city between Nashville and Jacksonville.

To the Atlania publie Taz Cowsrrrvurion 
of Friday last there appeared a publication 
headed “Office Atlanta Association of Fire 
Underwriterss,”’ in which appear statements 
and resolutions designing to do injury to 
the Atlanta Home insurance company. No 
one excepting the managers of companies repre- 
sented has a right to be informed of the transac- 
tions of the local association of under writers, 
This attack upon meas the representative of the 
Atlanta Home albsolves me, however, from further 
silence, and I tee] called upon to give some of 
the history of the fifteen per cent extra charge, in 
£0 far as is necessary to defend the company I 
represent. 

From the mi: utes of the Atlanta association 
of fire underwriters the following extracts are 
taken: 

October 3, 15883.—Mr. Haskell offered the follow. 
ing resolution: 

‘‘Inasmiuch as the water supply of this city is so 
palpably inadecuate as protection in the case of 
fire, as has been so thoroughly shown at recent 
fires, 

“Resolved, That a special premium tax of 
twenty per cent perannum on each one hundred

November 2ist, 1883.—Mr. Moody offered. the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was passed:

There is-no longer any room to doubt that 
Colonel Baum has struck a bold water crevice 
in the artesian well at a depth of 1,160 feet. 

. Yesterday and last night the matter was 
fully tested in the presence of Mayor Hillyer, 
Alderman Gramling, Alderman Cooper, Coun- 
cilman Kirkpatrick, ex-Councilmen Dunning 
and Longley, Judge John Collier, Mr. An- 
thony Murphy end a representative of Tur 
CONSTITUTION. 

Tne ConstiTvuTION man went to the well 
promptly at two o’clock, but it was half past 
two before Colonel Baum began the test. 

The water wes measured and was found to 
be within 177 teet of the top of the well. 


The bailer, an iron tube 70 feet long, with s 
valve at the lower end, was suspended in the 
well by a heavy rope connected with the big 
reel or windlass which is run by steam. The 
bailer holds about fifty gallons. 

The bailer was run down and drawn up in a 
minute and forty seconds, taking about fifty 
gallons of water out of the well. The next trip, 
which followed instantly, was made in a min- 
ute and twenty-five seconds. The next trip 
occupied a minute and a ha!f. So that Colonel 
Baum took out 150 gallons of water in four 
minutes and thirty-five seconds. Ateach trip 
of the bailer the water sank lower and lower, 
until twenty bailers, or one thousand gallons 
had been taken out. The water then stood at 
within 540 feet of the top of the well, and the 
bailer was makin the trip every 
two and a halt minutes, lifting the water 
at the rate of about twenty gallons a minute. 
The watcr was pretty clear, but tasted of the 
rope. it was notto say warm, and yet not 
cold. It wasofa pleasant temperature for a 
refreshing bath. Although the bailer. was 
run with all possible speed it was impossible 
to get the water lower than within 540 feet of 
the top of the well. The bailer was run thirty 
times, taking out about fifteen hundred gal- 
lons, yet no difference in .the height of the 
water was made. That was easily ascertained 
by the depth to which the bailer was run and 
the subsequent measuremont of the rope. That 
test lasted tor exactly two hours, and during 
that time Colonel Baum  tood out 2,500 
gallons olfwater, or a ‘rate of about 
thirty thousand gallons per day. It 
was definitely settled that the well will sup- 
ply that amount of water toa pump. Colonel 
Baum says he is confident he could get a steady 
four inch stream if he could put a pump oppo- 
site the crevice. There is little room to deubt 
that with a pump the well will supply much 
more than thirty thousand gallons per day. 
The gentlemen who were present at the test 
expressed themselves as well satisfied that 
there was a big supply of water in the well at 
a de} th of about six hundred teet. 

Having established tne point in the well 
below which it was impossible to bail the 
water, Colonel Baum prepared to plug up the

top, lacking three inches, thus being nearly 
nine feet below the bottom of the casing. 

Colonel Baum then put a smaller bail- 
er to drawing off the water which 
stood in the well above the plug. 
He worked industriously, and succeeded ii 
reducing the column of water from within 540 
feet of the top to within about twenty or thirty 
feet of the plug. For an hour or two he bailed 
at that polnt without emptying the well, and 
at last decided that the plugs were leaking. 
The tools were put in and the plugs sightenell 
and in five minutes the beiler had drawn out 
allthe water above the plugs, and instead of 
drawing out fifty gallons at a time would bring 
up less than a half bucketful. Thus, with the 
water from the lower crevice cut off securely, 
Colonel Baum dried his weli to a depth of 661 
feet, which was 121 feet lower than he could 
possibly bail it without the plugs, The 
measure was lowered, and it was found 
that the plugs had been forced up about 
three feet, but were still 658 feet from 
the top ofthe well or six feet below the casing. 
The water soaked into the well atthe rate of 
not more thana gallon an hour until mid- 
night, when the men atthe well quit ,work. 
Colonel Baum was fully vindicated in all the 
claims he has made. Messrs. Gramling and 
Longley and Tue ConstitvTION man were the 
only investigators that waited totheend, but 
they were all fully satisfied. Mr. Gramling 
says the work must go on and Mr. Longley 
has always been of that opmion.
